Foreign Investment Symposium 

The promised symposium on Foreign Investment in Canada (see 
Issue No. 8 of Focus) is to be held on February 16, 1978 from 
12:00 noon to 3:00 p.m. in the Main Lounge of the Campus Centre. 
Guest speakers will include Mr. John Cleghorn of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, Mr. James Edwards from the Foreign Investment Review Agency, 
Mr. Bruce Wilson, the 1976-77 Chairman for an Independent Canada, 
and Mr. John Orr, Techno-Economic Consultant. 

Mr. Cleghorn, a representative from the Royal Bank will be 
discussing the role of banks to borrow money for investment in 
Canada. He will also be speaking about how banks work within the 
guidelines established by the Foreign Investment Review Agency. 

Mr. Edwards (from the Agency just mentioned) will be discussing the 
history of the Foreign Investment Review Agency, its rules and 
regulations and generally how it operates. Mr. Wilson will be talk- 
ing about his findings as Chairman for an Independent Canada and 
how that body works. Mr. Wilson is an expert on natural resources 
and he will also be speaking on foreign investment in this area. 
Finally, Mr. Orr will be giving a talk based on a paper he wrote 
entitled "The Crisis of Canadian Industry". 

The symposium on Foreign Investment in Canada is sponsored by 
the Loyola Students Association and Visiting Lecturers.
